“Eclipse first... 
the rest nowhere!” 


Experiencing difficulty getting a bet down on Eclipse in 
the second heat of his first race, owner Capt. Dennis 
O'Kelly wagered he could name the position of all 
horses in the race. Besieged by takers, O'Kelly cried, 
“Eclipse first... the rest nowhere!’’, a simplified 
chart, but an accurate one. Eclipse ‘pulling his jockey 
out of the saddle, distanced his field” for the first of 16 
consecutive victories, most of them at 4mile heats, in 
his unbeaten career. 


Foaled April 1, 1764, reportedly during the great 
eclipse, the son of a castoff stallion, Marske, Eclipse was 
out of Spiletta, a failure at stud whose pedigree was 
doubtful. The big chestnut with a broad blaze and white 
stocking was the largest Thoroughbred known up to that 
time —- 164% hands, 1,120 lbs. He had a fine head, but 
the eye was said to have had a bad expression, ex- 
plaining in part his vicious temper; his neck was long 
and arched, and the body which was low in front, was 
flecked with dark splashes. 


Bred by the Duke of Cumberland (founder of The Jockey 
Club and breeder also of Herod), Eclipse was sold as a 
yearling for 70gs. A Mr. Wildman, who arrived after 
the sale, checked his time piece and appealed for a 
resale since the colt had been knocked down prior to 
the advertised hour. Such was granted and Wildman 


realized one of the cleverest bargains in turf history, bid- 
ding in the colt for 75gs. Eclipse subsequently won 
25,000gs. and at stud produced 334 winners of 160,000gs. 
Capt. O'Kelly purchased a half interest in Eclipse for 
650gs. in 1769 and it was under his colors that Eclipse 
ran, making his debut that year as a 5-year-old. Capt. 
O'Kelly paid 1,000gs. the following spring to become 
sole owner. 


Eclipse won with consummate ease his first year and 
not until he was six, when he decisively defeated the 
previously unbeaten Bucephalus, did he meet an ad- 
versary near his equal. Time and again entrants re- 
fused to start against him and he walked over. He de- 
feated every worthwhile racer in England with the 
exception of Goldfinder, also an unbeaten. Efforts were 
made to match the two, but Goldfinder’s owner declined. 


Eclipse, when retired to the stud in 1770, proved to be 
the premier progenitor of his time. Among his foals 
were three Derby winners, Young Eclipse, Saltram, and 
Sergeant; Oaks winner Annette; Don Quixote, Hermes, 
Harmonia, Favelin, King Fergus, Madcap, Pot-8-Os (sire 
of Waxy, Coriander), Soldier, and Zodia. 


A great-great grandson of the Darley Arabian, Eclipse is 
the direct ancestor in tail-male line of 88% of all 
American stakes winners in 1955.

CALIFORNIA 
Swaps’ Touchy Foot 


Los ANGELES. Swaps finally managed 
to get into the entries at Santa Anita Park. 
and. although he didn’t race, he was very 
much in the news. 

Trainer Meshach Tenney entered the 
big chestnut colt in the San Carlos Handi- 
cap. a dash of 7 furlongs. with the under- 
standing that if the track was fast the next 
afternoon—it was muddy when entries 
were taken—Swaps would make his first 
start of the winter. 

There are occasions when the Santa 
Anita track can dry out remarkably fast. 
and this was times. The 
track had been “sealed” before the rain. 
and the afternoon before the San Carlos 
the strip went from “muddy” to “slow” to 
“good.” It was evident it would be fast 
for the next day. so between races Tenney 
brought Swaps out and “blew” the colt 
out 3 furlongs in :3635. Swaps looked 
great. He wanted to run. He was fight- 
ing exercise boy Chester White for his 
head. 

Apparently pleased) with =the — drill. 
Tenney still clung to his statement that 
Swaps would start only if. in his opinion. 
the track was fast. He said he’d make 
up his mind after watching how the horses 
handled the track in the first 2 races. 

The sun was shining brightly the next 
morning and the track was just the way 
Tenney said he wanted it—but half an 
hour after regular seratch time the cowboy 
trainer dropped by the racing secretary's 
office to take Swaps out of the San Carlos. 

Later that afternoon. while sitting in his 
box in Santa Anita’s huge grandstand. 
Tenney told this reporter what had 
happened—that Swaps had suffered a 
recurrence of the old injury to his right 
fore foot. “We are right back where we 
Were a year ago at this time.” he said. 
“only with this exception—there is no in- 
fection now.” 


one of those 


Tenney went on to say that, when he 
had shod Swaps earlier. the foot. which 
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Was operated on last September. seemed 
to have grown out perfectly. But when 
he shod Swaps on the morning before the 
San Carlos. he noticed some “soft matter.” 
which he cut away. 

He compared the after-effects to trim- 
ming your toe-nails to the quick. The foot 
would be sensitive for several days. 

Tenney felt that Swaps would be able 
to go on with his training in a few days. 
“ve been trying to crowd a 90-day job 
into 70 days.” he said. “and this 
additional setback comes along.” 

Because of the new tenderness in Swaps” 
foot. Tenney had a feeling the big colt 
would miss the San Antonio Handicap. 
“But he’s such a good workhorse. I could 
still get him ready in time for the Santa 
Anita Handicap.” he said, as though half- 
trying to convince himself. 

The feeling of this reporter is that time. 
as it has a way of doing. is running out on 
Tenney and Swaps. If he had 3 additional 
weeks. .. . But he doesn’t. With or with- 
out Swaps. the Santa Anita Handicap will 
be run on February 25.

Constant Improvement 


In December of 1954. when Hack Ross 
was training for C. H. Jones and Sons. 
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Hack Ross 
He chose *Our Betters. 


he made a flying trip abroad in an attempt 
to purchase the top French filly Banassa. 
For one reason or another, the deal fell 
through. but Ross came back with some- 
thing just as good. 


He had purchased the fillies *Our 
Betters and *Peerless Light and the brood- 
mare *Sabzy. the dam of *Indian Hemp, 
in foal at the time to Tulyar. She later 
delivered a filly at J. H. Ryan’s North- 
ridge Farms. where the Joneses at that 
time were boarding their horses. It was a 
memorable occasion, since the filly was 
the first offspring of Tulyar foaled in 
this country. They have asked for the 
name “Immigrant” for her. 

*Our Betters cost $65.000. but she got 
a great deal of that back with an impres- 
sive victory in the 18th running of the 
$58.600 Santa Margarita Handicap. The 
mile and furlong stakes was billed as the 
championship test of the winter for fillies 
and mares. and it was that. 

*Our Betters carried 120 pounds and 
won by 3 parts of a length. with Manotick 
fifth and In Reserve eighth. Neither had 
much of an excuse. In Reserve was close 
enough early. but dropped back gradually 
after reaching the far turn. Manotick 
closed fairly well. but she lacked the 
explosive stretch rally you expect from her. 


*Our Betters. meanwhile. 


was never 
worse than fifth. and she and_ Island 
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Queen battled it out to the wire after 
disposing of the pacemakers. Nooran and 
Solid Miss, in the last three-sixteenths. 

*Our Betters arrived in this country 
in January. 1955. after winning 3 of her 
6 starts in England. and finishing second 
twice and third once in her other races 
abroad. She was wisely put away until 
the Hollywood Park meeting. and she 
made her American debut in June. Even 
then it took her a long time to become 
accustomed to racing in this country. and 
she did not win until last December at 
Tanforan. 

Each one of her races at Santa Anita 
has been better than the one before. and 
the feeling is that *Our Betters has not 
yet reached her peak. 


The Derby Prospects 


On the same afternoon. Santa Anita ran 
the $24.750 San Vicente Handicap for 
3-vyear-olds. and at the finish of the 7- 
furlong dash Rex Ellsworth’s Terrang and 
Charles Turner’s Fathers Risk were again 
1-2 at the wire. In the California Breed- 
ers Champion Stakes. they had run 1-2. 
with Fathers Risk the winner, and in the 
Breeders’ Trial Stakes they had been 1-3. 
with Terrang the victor. 

So the San Vincente confirmed a grow- 
ing opinion that they are the 2 best Derby 
prospects on the grounds. 

Terrang. by *Khaled out of Flying 
Choice. is not going to win any beauty 
prizes. but he looks like a tough race 
horse. In the San Vicente. he wore blink- 
ers for the first time. and it helped him 
considerably. Fathers Risk pulled even 
with Terrang at the three-sixteenths pole. 
but he’s a small horse and the weight of 
122 pounds was just too much for him. 
Terrang came on again to win in 1:2244 
for the 7 furlongs over a track that was 
much faster than it had been all season.

LOUISIANA 
The Smiths’ Strike 


Labor trouble still plagued the Fair 
Grounds this week, as the blacksmiths’ 
union continued to observe a picket line 
posted by striking mutuel clerks since 
January 20. 

Facing up to the track’s use of non- 
union blacksmiths. George C. Miller. 
president of the International Union of 
Journeymen Horseshoers of the United 
States and Canada. wired a protest to 
Lloyd Mistrot. president of the Louisiana 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association: 

“It has for years been established policy 
of members of the HBPA . . . to observe 
the rigid rule that only men of proved 
professional skill and qualifications shall 
be permitted to perform the work of a 
horseshoer on the recognized race tracks 
of the United States... 

“Since members of your organization 
have seen fit to proceed with total disre- 
gard for those high standards of per- 
formance which have prevailed . . . such 
action appears to have been sanctioned. ap- 
proved, or acquiesced in by the Fair 
Grounds Corporation and the Louisiana 
State Racing Commission. We regret to 
advise that we find no alternative but to 
decline our services at the New Orleans 
Fair Grounds during the remainder of the 
current meeting, or until such time as 
you have notified us that those practices 
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which we hold detrimental to the best 
interest of racing and contrary to the pro- 
fessed beliefs of you and other owners 
have been discontinued.” 

On February 6. 2 days after Miller sent 
his wire. Mistrot replied: 

“We feel that the horsemen have been 
placed in an untenable position. We wish 
to co-operate with the union blacksmiths. 
have our horses to 
Our position is 


but we must 
continue our livelihood. 
that we have made several 
have them shoe our horses. all of which 
have been declined. Under the Louisiana 
rules of racing all horses must be properly 
shod. and since the blacksmiths refuse 
te do so. then we must avail ourselves of 
other facilities. and in this instance those 
provided by the Fair Grounds Corporation. 
However. we will immediately discontinue 
the use of these facilities as soon as the 
union blacksmiths assure us that they will 


requests to 


shod our horses.” 

Max Tobias. chairman of the Louisiana 
State Racing Commission, and John S. Le- 
tellier. president of the Fair Grounds 
Corporation, also answered Miller. Tobias 
said: 

“Since vou have seen fit to draw the 
Louisiana State Racing Commission into 
the situation. we want to state our posi- 
tion very clearly... . We have instructed 
the Fair Grounds Corporation to provide 
equipment and platers to see that the 
horses are properly shod. and this is being 
done to our satisfaction. Whether these 
platers belong to your association or not 
is none of our business. I have personally 
investigated and find 300 employees out 
of 376 have signed a petition that they do 
not want to belong te a mutuel clerks 
union: therefore. the so-called strike at the 
Fair Grounds is illegal. and you have seen 
fit to go along with this minority. which. 
of course. is your own business. My at- 
torney advises me that the platers have 
no right to have a union as they are in- 
dependent contractors. The public has 
shown by large attendance that they are 
not in sympathy with this strike.” 

Letellier said: 

“In the first place. neither members of 
the HBPA nor the Fair Grounds Corpora- 
tion have any dispute with the members 
of your organization. We both have al- 
ways tried to co-operate to the fullest, and 
would like to do so again. 

“It was only for the protection of the 
Thoroughbred horse. the safety of the 
people involved in racing. and the con- 
fidence and obligation we owe to our 
leyal employees and the racing public 
that we were forced to engage non-mem- 
bers of your organization to comply with 
the regulations of the Louisiana State Rac- 
ing Commission. 

“This was only done after repeated ef- 
forts on the part of horsemen to have 
your members provide the services which 
we have long respected. We can assure

A Track's Passing 
Arlington Downs. Texas’ major race 
track when betting was legal in the state. 
has been sold by the W. T. Waggoner 
estate to the Great Southwest Corporation, 
a syndicate of businessmen who said they 
would develop the 2.400-acre tract as an 
industrial site. Located mid-way between 


the booming cities of Dallas and Fort 
Worth. the track property is regarded as 


one of the best industrial sites in’ the 
state. The reported sale price was S6.- 
000.000. 

Arlington Downs was built in the 1920°s, 
at a cost of $2.500.000. by the late W. T. 
Waggoner, Texas cattlkeman and oilman 
who raced a large stable under the name 
of Three-D’s Stock Farm. Betting was not 
legal in Texas at the time the track was 
built. and Waggoner condueted  betless 
meetings there for 4 from 1929 
through 1932 to acquaint Texans with rae- 
ing. In 1933 the state legislature author- 
ized pari-mutuel wagering and racing was 
conducted at Arlington Downs for 5 years 
before the law was repealed in 1937.

British-lrish Sires, 1955 


The horseman, if he must 
attempt appraisal of a sire whose progeny 
have raced mainly in Great Britain and 
Ireland, may be confused ‘before he starts. 
by reason of the tremendous differences

between racing there and North 
America. Similarly. the horsemen — of 


other countries may be thoroughly 
fused by the dollar totals of American 
racing. The average-earnings index. or 
coefficient of success. as it has been trans- 
lated into other languages. has been found 
useful in dissipating this confusion, since 
it measures all progeny groups against a 
constant standard—-the average money 
available per runner in a given year. 
Franklin E. Birch. in his capacity as 
secretary of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association and assistant to the editor of 
the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review — in 
London, has provided data for all sires 
represented by runners in Great Britain

and treland in 1955. Summation of the 
totals given for individual sires reveals 


that a total of £1.311.92814 in first money 
was distributed in stakes and purses for 


flat racing. and that 5,763 horses made at 


least one start each in competition. The 
average distribution per runner was 


£227.65. 


This average, which becomes the basis 
of all comparisons. varies much Jess from 
year to year in Great Britain and [reland 
than in most other areas. In the last 8 
years the highest average was £229.12 in 
1948: the lowest. £206.86 in 1951. In the 
last 4 vears the variation has been within a 


range of £4, 


The “average” horse in Great Britain 
and Ireland in recent years has earned in 
first money (British figures first 
money only) a little more than a fifth as 
much as the “average” runner in North 
America.

For purposes of calculating the index 
for 1955 the £227.65 average per runner 
becomes the standard of comparison: it 
represents normal expectation per runner. 
lf a sire had 10 starters with total earn- 
ings of £2.276.50. the index for the group 
was 1.00. indicating that actual earnings 


were the same as average expectation. An 
index of 2.00 indicates that money was 


earned at twice the average rate; an index 
of .50. half the average rate, ete. 


The Top 30 Per Cent 


By this standard the sires of one country 
fall into a pattern very much like that of 
sires in another country. In France and 
North America about 34 or 35 per cent of 
sires with a given number of runners will 


have indexes above 1.00. Great 
Britain and Ireland the percentage is 


normally a bit lower. largely because out- 
standing horses from the Continent are al- 
constantly for the 
richest races. In 1955 an even 30 per cent 
of the sires represented by 5 runners or 
mere had indexes of 1.00 or more. The 
accompanying tabulation gives the records 
of this top 30 per cent. 

\ total of 270 stallions had at least 
5 flat runners each in Great Britain and 
Ireland in 1955. and 81 of these had_ in- 
dexes of at least 1.00. including Big Game. 
whose index for 44 runners works out at 
995.

Admiral Drake owes his exceptionally 
high index to Phil Drake’s victory in the 
Derby. Djebel had 3 good winners among 
his 7 runnners: Entente Cordiale, Sierra 
Nevada. and Hugh Lupus. Djebel’s cumula- 
tive index of 4.77 for 138 year-starters in 
the eight-year period for which full data 
are available represents an extreme. Only 
in the rarest instances does a sire main- 
tain a progeny index of more than 4.00 
with a large number of runners. Djebel’s 
cumulative index in France for the 7- 
year period 1949-55 was 3.01. The com- 
bined index for France and Britain was 
3.76, or a bit higher if all duplications 
among year-starters could be accounted 
for. Thus Djebel’s performance as a sire 
in Europe is roughly equivalent to that 
of *Heliopolis in North America. 


The 8-Year-Leaders 


On the basis of cumulative figures for 
the 8-year period 1948-55. a total of 24 
sires, or 7.2 per cent of those with as many 
as 20 year-starters, had progeny indexes 
of 2.00 or higher at the end of 1955. (The 
proportion is a little higher than in North 
America, where only 5 per cent of the 
sires with 40 year-starters had lifetime 
indexes of 2.00 or more at the end of 1954. 
Frequent invasions by the progeny of 
French sires probably account for the 


difference.) The leaders on the basis of 
cumulative indexes. with accumulated 
number of year-starters through 1955.

Ryan Buys Knollwood 


E. Barry Ryan. owner of Normandy 
Farm, this week announced the purchase 
of Knollwood Farm from Frederick W. 
(Bill) Janson Jr. and Miss Virginia Jan- 
son.

Ryan said he planned to keep the farm 
and to sell the horses privately, Possession 
was given February 4. 

Knollwood was developed by the late 
Frederick W. Janson. Chicago corporation 
lawyer who died in November. 1954. When 
Janson bought the farm in 1946, Knoll- 
wood was 75 acres of wooded land. with- 
out roads, barns. residences, or other im- 
provements. The farm now is one of the 
most modern small farms in the Blue 
Grass region. It has 2 10-stall barns. a 2- 
stall isolation barn. a residence. plank 
fencing. blacktop reads. and a small lake. 
Water has been piped to each barn and 
each field. There are 2 25-acre pastures 
and 7 paddocks. ranging in size from 115 
to 7 acres. 

Most of the horses bred at Knollwood 
have been sold at the Keeneland sales, 
although the farm occasionally has raced 
a few fillies. Best among the horses bred 
there are the stakes winners Pintor and 
Guy.

of their parents. For the benefit of the 
next students who may wish to use 
“statistics” to prove either side of this case, 
we reproduce the data on the French 
classic winners. as provided by the Com- 
mandant. and the control group. provided 
by the insurgent Blacklock. The French 
classics included were the Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby). Prix de Diane (Oaks). and 
Grand Prix de Paris. 


The comparison indicates that, insotar

last week said that municipalities would 
continue their fight for a share of the 
revenue from pari-mutuel taxes at race 
tracks. 

Said Mayor Wagner after hearing that 
Gov. Averill Harriman’s budget message 
to the New York legislature did not in- 
clude a proposal to return a share of the 
mutuel tax to cities: “We are disappointed 
that we are not participating in the pari- 
mutuel tax. We will continue our fight 
for it.” 

The mayor previously had asked for a 
return to muncipalities of the 5 per cent 
which they once enjoyed. He did not say 
whether the cities now would be willing 
to settle for less. 

The cities were given their 5 per cent in 
1946. In 1950 the legislature provided 
that the tax should decrease one per cent 
each year, and 3 years later the legislature 
decided to allow the state to absorb the 
tax as the cities lost. it. 

One report said that Governor Harri- 
man was apposed to returning any of the 
tax to cities because it would encourage 
local governments to compete with each 
other for new race tracks. 

To this Mayor Wagner said. “I do not

speak for the upstate counties. The race 
tracks are here in New York. We supply 
fire and police protection and direct traffic 
for them. It is an expense for us to have 
tracks here. The agencies that 
render these services ought to get some of 
the money.”

Tax Increase Asked 


Gov. Theodore McKeldin last week 
asked the Maryland legislature for a 2 
per cent increase in the pari-mutuel tax 
at the state’s 3 major race tracks— 
Laurel, Bowie, and Pimlico. He suggest- 
ed that the state and the tracks share 
the increase. which would give the tracks 
7 per cent and the state 5 per cent. 

The governor also asked for an increase 
in the tax at the state’s 4 harness tracks. 
The increase—from 12 to 13 per cent on 
the first $2 million—would be the state's 
alone. The harness tracks are Rosecroft, 
Laurel Raceway. Baltimore, and Ocean 
Downs. 

Governor McKeldin would add addition- 
al days to each of the tracks. Instead of 
sharing 100 days. the 3 major tracks 
would get 36 days each. The 5 half-mile 
running tracks—Timonium. Marlboro. 
Cumberland. Bel Air, and Hagerstown— 
would get 12 days each instead of 10. 


The harness tracks would get 24 days 
each instead of 20. 

Between the extra tax money and the 
additional days, Governor McKeldin esti. 
mated that the state would gain by $2. 
017.250. He needs this with which to 
balance the budget. he said. 

The estimated increase to the state jis 
predicated on a continuance of the same 
rate of betting which last year was _ the 
greatest in the state’s history (see Annual 
Reports, page 379). 

Governor McKeldin said he wanted the 
major tracks to share in the tax increase 
so that they could compete advantageously 
with tracks in other states in the matter 
of purses. 


The Busy Legislators 


The New York legislature last week had 
6 bills pertaining to Thoroughbred racing 
assigned to committees. 

Most of the legislation seemed of a 
minor nature. Included were bills to 
authorize the State Racing Commission 
to revoke franchises for failure to follow 
rules of the state tax commission. to re- 
quire admission taxes to be paid at regular 
intervals and to be accompanied by a 
written report, to provide penalties for 
failure to pay state taxes on time, and 
to give the state tax commission the power 
to approve the amortization of debts by a 
non-profit racing association.

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FEEDING 


Invention at Spendthrift 


About 15 months ago Spendthrift Farm, 
Lexington, put into operation a new $40, 
000 mechanical feed mill. For its issue 
of December 4. 1954. The Blood-Horse 
described the mill and the job it would 
do: “The purpose of the mill) to 
eliminate as far as possible error. waste, 
and carelessness in preparing feed. The 
feed would be ground properly. it) would 
be of assured freshness. it) would be of 
known quality. and the quantity and con. 
sistency would be the same at all times, 
All the feed on the farm could be stored 
in one place. mixed there in exact propor- 
tions. and distributed from there as need- 
ed... .” 

The mill was built by farm superinten- 
dent Sidney Leathers. and nearly every- 
thing about it) suited him—exeept the 
method of distribution. With a minimum 
of energy and a maximum of efficiency 
one man could” perform all operations 
attendant to the milling process—but the 
business of distribution still meant a lot 
of shoveling and lifting and sacking and 
hauling. 

This week Leathers thought he had that 
problem licked, too. On Monday. Febru- 
ary 6. he put into operation for the first 
time a home-built truck which loads and 
unloads bulk feed “without touching a 
grain of oats by human hands.” 

The basic equipment is a 2-ton. single- 
axle truck. the sides of which are solid. 
The bed is divided into 6 compartments 
with removable partitions, and the floor of 
each compartment is a metal trough. A 315- 
inch auger runs the length of each trough: 
and gears for each auger project through 
the wall on each side of the truck. 

Power to run any one of the augers is 
provided by a hydraulic motor which is 
mounted, with appropriate controls. on the 
front of the bed. near the left door of the 
cab. In order to set any auger in motion. 
an operator connects a bicyele-type roller 
chain from the hydraulic motor to the 
sprocket of the proper auger. 

Directly under the head of each of the 
augers is a large metal receptacle. If 
there was grain in one of the compart- 


TOP. Sidney Leathers unloads grain 
from his new truck.

Grain is forced into 
the conveyor through receptacles at 
the bottom of the truck. 


BOTTOM. To load grain one end of 
the auger conveyor — pipe with auger 
inside —is put under the discharge 
spout of a grain mixer, the other end 
is rested on the side of the truck. The 
bed may be divided into 6 compart- 
ments. An auger is in the bottom of 
each compartment. 
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ments of the bed. and if the operator put 
the chain belt to the auger and turned on 
the hydraulic motor, grain would be spill- 
ed out of the receptacle onto the ground 
beside the truck. There is no profit in 
this, however, so the problem now is how 
to get the grain from the receptacle into 
a storage bin in a barn. 

Under the truck. with easy access from 
the rear, is a storage Compartment for a 
3-section auger conveyor—pipe with auger 
inside. The sections can be put. to- 
vether. making a length of 23 feet. If 
one end is placed under the receptacle in 
the bottom of the truck, grain will pour 
from the receptacle and will be forced out 
the end of the pipe into a storage bin. 

But suppose the bin is located in’ the 
loft of a barn. as it frequently is? The 
end of pipe under the receptacle is on a 
metal -wivel. and the pipe therefore can 
be elevated 90 degrees. 

Should the bin be upstairs and around a 
corner. a flexible elbow can be put on the 
tip otf the elevated) pipe. allowing the 
grain to be spilled around the corner. 

Suppese you have 2 bins to fill in the 
same barn. one on either side of the truck? 
There are duplicate receptacles on either 
side of the truck, and the augers. of course. 
And the diree- 
motor may be 


project trom both sides. 
tion of the hydraulic 
reversed. 

Each compartment in the bed will carry 
a ton of mixed feed. But suppose you 
want to carry only 4 tons of grain, and 


you also want to haul a half-dozen sacks 
of salt? One or more of the partitions 
may be lifted out. then slipped through a 
metal runner on the floor of the truck. 
over the trough, to make a solid bottom. 

For loading the truck the procedure is 
nearly the same. The truck is driven into 
the feed mill. and one pipe-and-auger 
section is removed from its storage place. 
One end of the pipe is snuggled under 
the discharge chute of the feed mixer. the 
other end is suspended over the bed of 
the truck. A connection is made with the 
hydraulic power unit. and the grain is 
screwed up the pipe and falls into the 
bed of the truck. 

None of the equipment is heavy: a 6- 
vear-old) boy could carry any part of it. 
All the connections can be made in 3 or 4 
minutes for any one of the operations. and 
one man can do the entire job without 
assistance. 

On a trial run. Leathers found that he 
could load or unload one compartment of 
the truck in 7 minutes. 

“That’s the secret of it.” he said. “If 
ever [ let this operation get more than a 
one-man job [ve ruined it.” W.S. 


VETERINARY 
Cribbing 


Professor Carroll E. Howell, of the 
Department of Animal Husbandry, Univer- 
sity of California, spoke on cribbing at a 
farm-and-home conference at Davis. From 
the Associated Press is taken the follow- 
ing report: 


.. . He said a horse will chew up as 
much as a tenth of a pound of wood a 
day... 

The professor has also found that horses 
ina field with animals in an adjacent field 
will chew more on the posts separating 
them from the other animals. 

Prof. Howell thinks maybe the horses 
want to bite the other animals. 

The older he gets. he says. the less he is 
sure of any of his horse research. But he 
submitted these fragmentary findings: 

Diets containing varying amounts of 
calcium. phosphorus, copper plain 
baking soda seem to have no effeet on 
wood-chewing. 

Horses of all ages chew on wood. lead- 
ing him to believe they don’t do it because 
of their teeth. 

Horses in large fields full of succulent 
alfalfa will still chew on fence posts. 

Young stallions will cut down on wood- 
chewing in breeding season. 

Mares with colts chew less than those 
without them.

| Editors’ note: BLoop-Horst asked 
Frank E. Kilroe the conditions he had in 
mind when he assigned weights for the 
1955 Experimental Handicap.

It does seem to me there is one impor- 
tant difference between our Experimental 
and the European Free Handicap after 
which it was originally patterned: that is.

major readjustments in our estimate of 
the three-year-old crop. The handicap is 
purely mythical in any case. and to con- 
sider it as we do now in making the weight 
as a race to be run in November of the 
two-vear-old year at a mile and a sixteenth 
seems as much an estimate of three-year- 
old potentialities as if we were to weight 


it as a race to be run in the three-year-old 
year.

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ANNUAL REPORTS 


Best Year Yet: 1955 


“The vear of 1955 surpassed pre- 
vious year in the history of racing in 
Maryland in mutuel handle. revenue to the 
state. and highly satisfactory return to the 
associations.” began the 36th annual re- 
port of the Maryland State Racing Com- 
mission, submitted to Gov. Theodore Me- 
Keldin by chairman D. Eldred Rinehart. 

There were 233 racing days in Maryland 
last year. The 3 > major Thoroughbred 
tracks had 100 days. the 5 county fair 
tracks had 50 days. the 4+ trotting tracks 
had 81 days. and Fair Hill. the state’s only 
steeplechase track. had 2 days. 

Betting at the Thoroughbred tracks to- 
taled $103.599.205. as compared to $101.- 
985.401 in 1954. Pimlico and Bowie each 
showed a gain of slightly better than 6 
per cent in betting. but Laurel dropped 6.82 
per cent. The percentage gain for the 3 
tracks was 1.58. 

The county fair  tracks—Bel Air. 
Timonium. Marlboro. Cumberland. and 
Hagerstown—showed a wide variation in 
pari-mutuel handle. Marlboro was up 15 
per cent, Timonium was up 5 per cent. 
Hagerstown was down per cent. 
Cumberland was down 2 per cent. and 
Bel Air was even with 1954. Betting at 
the 5 tracks was $17.694.154. up a little 
more than 2 per cent from the 1954 total 
of $17.336.511. 

Laurel Raceway and Ocean Downs 
paced the trotting tracks with gains of 
8.68 and 6.72 per cent. Baltimore Race- 
way fell off 4.81 per cent and Rosecroft 
had about the same business as in 1954. 
Betting at the 4 tracks reached $20.709.- 
812. an increase of 2.02 per cent over the 
1954 figure of $20.298.941. 

Fair Hill. which had a betting total of 
871.100 at its 2-day meeting. was up a 
whopping 36 per cent from its 1954 total 
of $52.198. 

Revenue to the State reached a new 
high. climbing to $6.682.599.91, which was 
$108.041.22 more than the state collected 
1954. The one-mile Thoroughbred 
tracks contributed $4.899.105, the fairs 
$818.740.85 and the trotting tracks $961.- 
909.61. The remaining $2.844 came from 
the Fair Hill meeting. 

It cost the commission $38.750.26 to 
operate during the vear, leaving the state 
government with a net profit of more than 
$6.600.000 from its various taxes on racing. 

Dr. Jobn A. Hereulson. chief chemist 
for the Marvland Racing Commission.

CONDITION BOOKS 


More 2-Year-Old Races 


The Blood-Horse in its issues of Decem- 
ber 3, page 1346. and December 31, page 
1590, presented data indicating the char- 
acter of the condition books offered by 10 
race tracks at their 1955 fall meetings. 
The results of a similar study of Tropical 
Park for each of it last 2 meetings are 
given below. 

For the first time at Tropical, 2-year-old 
races were run in January. Tropical ran 
12 more races for 2-vyear-olds at the 1955- 
56 meeting than it had at its previous 
meeting: and there were 9 more races 
for fillies and mares of all ages. The 
percentage of races for fillies and mares. 
however. was below the average of 11.8 
for the 10 tracks studied previously. 

Races for maidens of all ages were about 
one-half as plentiful as offered at the 10 
other tracks. Average for the 10 tracks 
was 7.7 per cent: for Tropical it was 4.6 
per cent. 

Tropical Park ran 2 more races at longer 
than miles at its 1955-56 meet- 
ing than it had in 1954-55. Both seasons 
all the races beyond 9 furlongs were for 
claiming horses. and only one race of the 
total of 22 was priced as high as $5,500. 

During the 1955-56 meeting. 30.3 per 
cent (84) of the claiming races were for 
horses running for a price of more than 
$5.000.
